ffold-Up Tactics 


THE SOVIET UNION uses the is- 


sues of peace and disarmament as 
weapons of war. It's happening again 
as: they stymie disarmament talks in 
the United Nations. Those talks failed 
in.'; London, as they had so often before 
in'many places. In New York the U. N. 
sought to open a new chapter. The Rus- 
sians have done their level best to 
make 
that 
impossible. 
Reluctantly, 


Western nations agreed to a Soviet 
plan to expand the U. N. Disarmament 
Commission, in successive stages by 
five, 10 and finally by 14 members as 
the negotiations proceeded. This last 
change would have lifted total member- 
ship to 25 countries. But even this did 
not satisfy the Kremlin. Having gained 
this much, the Soviet Union thereupon 
threatened to walk out of the new 
commission unless it were, enlarged 
again to include all 82 members of the 
U. N. 


OBVIOUSLY this would make a 


body so unwieldy as to be useless for 
working purposes. The Russian sugges- 
tion of a "halfway compromise" of 32 
members is little better. These are 
nothing but holdup tactics which the 
Russians think they can get away with 
because they are riding the crest with 
Sputniks I and II. No nation seriously 
bent upon disarmament negotiations 
would insist upon terms which would 
reduce the commission to futility. This 
is one more confirmation of a well- 
worn fact: Russia does not want dis- 
armament except upon terms which 
mean the virtual surrender of free na- 
tions. Since this is its purpose, the 
Kremlin must of course try. to put a 
good face on things. It-attempts to 
persuade the world,'therefore, that the 
West is stubborn, is holding back from 
a sound disarmament agreement, and 
is focussing on preparations for war. 


IN SUPPORT OF this effort, Rus- 


sia demands again that there be new 
summit 
talks 
between 
the United 


States 
and the 
Soviet Union. The 


Kremlin knows full well that such 
meetings no longer accomplish any- 
thing, and it does not want them to. 
It wants us either to refuse, or some- 
how to be pushed into position where 
we can be blamed for any failure of 
high-level talks. Thus once more would 
the Communists try to sell the world 
the notion they favor peace and we shy 
away from settlement. We have no 
course but to show as best we can that 
we are the true seekers after peace, 
and to hope that our strength will one 
day induce the Kremlin to treat the is- 
sue not as a device in war but as a 
matter for honest, vital negotiation for 
the safety of all mankind. • 


Good News 


AS THE problems of (he nation 


mount, it comes as heartening news 
that President Eisenhower's health con- 
tinues excellent. There are wide differ- 
ences of opinion as to his effectiveness 
asj^a President. But there is of cour.se 
total agreement that ;.ny incapacitating 
illness now or in the critical times 
ahead would be well nigh disastrous 
for the country. It is now more than two 
years since Mr. Eisenhowers heart at- 
tack in Denver. Evidently he has had a 
fine and lasting recovery from that af- 
fliction. Nearly a year and a half have 
passed since his second big illness, the 
ileitis which compelled an operation in 
June. 1956. The grim predictions of an 
early recurrence of this ailment have 
not been borne out thus far. The Presi- 
dent is fit for his duties. What matters 
now is that there shall be substantial 
accord between him and the people he 
serves as to how those duties .should be 
performed in this difficult period.

But. even witnout 
Jt. the past record of Japanese judicial 
cases involving American GI's thor- 
oughly supported the prospect of a 
lenient outcome.

Lucky that 
he had not been tried instead'by a 
t". S. Army court-martial, as so many 
of his friends at home clamored for. 
In such cases our military authorities 
have a habit of handing down scnlenc- 
c> in the neighborhood of 15 years.

Education Highly Subsidized In Soviet 


WASHINGTON-tNEA) — The 


new, sputnik-inspired interest in 
doing something to promote in- 
creased 
education of scientists 


and 
engineers 
in 
the 
United 


Slates — instead of just talking 
about it—is reduced eventually 
to questions 
of statistics and 


money. 


The big .pitch is that it's going 


to take many millions of dollars 
to build more college and labora- 
tory facilities and to pay profes- 
sors higher salaries. 


But the new U.S. 
Office of 


Education study on Soviet Rus- 
sia's school system shows plain- 
ly that the United States is now 
spending a lot more for higher 
education than the U.S.S.R. Also, 
the U.S. has more colleges and 
more students enrolled. 


Whatever is wrong with U.S. 


colleges is something else. 


The U.S. lias 1,000 accredited 


colleges and universities award- 
ing degrees. Over 3.000,000 stu- 
dents are enrolled in these insti- 
tutions, or about 25 per cent of 
all college-age youngsters. 


Russia has only 765 colleges 


and universities with a full-time 
enrollment of under 1.300.000 and 
a part-time enrolimcnt of 600.000. 
This is about 10 per cent of col- 
lege age youth. 


bles to the dollar, instead of the 
official four-ruble rate, this would 
be the equivalent-of 11.6 billion- 
dollars. There is no check on 
how much of this planned budget 
is actually spent and what for. 


From these simple 
compari- 


sons it is obvious that the U.S. 
higher education system is far 
larger and has much better po- 
tentialities than that of the U.S.- 
S.R. Organization and emphasis 
on what are considered the most 
important educational goals may 
t h e r e f o r e be responsible for 
achieving Soviet results. Here are 
a few factors to consider in this 
connection. 


OVER 
354.000 degrees were 


granted in the U.S. last year. 
Russia has no comparable de- 
gree system but statistical re- 
ports indicate 22.5.000 
gradua- 


tion? a year—175.000 for full-time 
students. 50.000 for part-time and 
correspondence course graduates. 


Tola! federal, state, local and 


private expenditures for all edu- 
cation in the U.S.. with 170 mil- 
linn population, is estimated at 
In.5 billion dollars. 


The total planned educational 


budget for the Soviet Union with 
a population of 200 million is put 
at 6S.4 billion rubles. At six ru- 


_STUDENTS in Russian institu- 
tions of higher learning are paid 
a stipend—wage, in Americano— 
for attending college. 


According to "Soviet 
Profes- 


sional Manpower." by Nicholas 
DeWitt of the U.S. Office of Edu- 
cation, this wage is from 2.000 to 
3.000 rubles, or $660 to SI.000 a 
year. 


This is from half to two-thirds 


of what the average 
Russian 


worker is paid. It is more than 
enough to pay the Russian stu- 
dent's board and lodging. Excep- 
tional students who make high 
grades may get from 25 to 50 
per cent more. 


There is no college tuition. All 


a student has to do to get in is 
pass a stiff entrance exam. If he 
can't pass at age 18. he has to 
register for the draft. If he flunks 
his courses after he does get in. 
his stipend stops and out he goes 
on his ear to the army, fhr salt 
mines of Siberia or wherever 
they want to send him. 


This is admittedly a cond incen- 


tive to make college students 
study. But could it be introduced 
in the U.S.A? 


students receive this stipend. The 
Russians claim the figure is high- 


~er=^rT6~M"p"er~cetu7~fhe total 


budgeted outlay for these student 
wages in 1953-4 was just under 
six billion rubles, or about a bil- 
lion dollars. 


Now this is admittedly subsi- 


dizing higher education in a great 
big way. Introduction of such a 
system 
in this country would 


probably meet violent opposition 
from the heads of privately en- 
dowed colleges and universities. 
But it gives the 
congressional 


advocates of legislation for fed- 
eral scholarships for exceptional 
students a strong talking point. 


Still another argument in favor 


of these scholarships is that the 
cost of college and university 
education in the U.S. is now so 
high that many families can't 
afford it. 


Another new U.S. 
Office of 


Education study on the costs of 
attending college in this country 
puts the average at from $1,500 
to S2.000 a year, with a maximum 
of $5,000. This is from two to five 
times the average Russian stu- 
dent's stipend. 


DeWITT estimates that from 


70 to 75 per cent of the Russian

more impatient with the Atomic 
Energy Commission. Their spokes- 
men cast doubt on the AEC's zest 
for the task of pushing the de- 
velopment of commercial atomic 
po'-er in the United States.
